XIV.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELL  FISH)  REGULATIONS, 

1934  AND  1955 

The  Regulations  refer  to  the  gathering  and  sale  for  human  consumption 
of  shell  fish  which  may  be  inspected. 

All  shell  fish  in  the  area  are  liable  to  pollution  and  before  they  are 
sold  passed  through  tanks  at  Helford;  Flushing;  Coombe,  Truro;  and  Mylor. 
Specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

XV.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  ALIENS  AND  IMMIGRANTS 

(1)  The  Port  Medical  Officer  holds  a warrant  of  appointment.
